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ICE, SLEET, SNOW CREATE HAVOC

Saturday may have been 
the start of the meteorologi¬ 
cal spring, but winter weather 
still has Kentucky in its grip. 
As warned, a winter storm hit 
Sunday morning, beginning 
with sleet and freezing rain 
and leaving most of the state, 
including Dawson Springs, 
digging out from layers of ice 
and snow by early Monday. 

Fortunately fears of a repeat 
of the ice storm of 2009 did not 
materialize in this area, but 
driving has been treacherous. 
Local and area schools and 
some businesses were closed 
Monday and Tuesday. 

Kentucky Transportation 


Cabinet District 2, which in¬ 
cludes Hopkins County, re¬ 
ported all roads were com¬ 
pletely covered Monday Crews 
were plowing and treating 
roads in the 11-county district. 
Sunshine and temperatures 
slightly warmer than forecast 
helped to activate salt and ice 
removing chemicals during 
the day, and good progress was 
made on snow priority routes. 

However, plunging tempera¬ 
tures Monday night resulted 
in refreezing and limited the 
impact of salt and calcium 
chloride. 

As of noon Tuesday, most 
priority A routes including in-

POTENTIAL POLITICAL FALLOUT 

Sponsor Says Leaders 
Blocking Smoking Ban 


4 40 Cans For Lent’ 
Will Benefit DAPS

The bill for a statewide smok¬ 
ing ban has stalled, with the 
prime sponsor saying House 
leaders are blocking a vote to 
protect members who have told 
the sponsor they would vote for 
it, but have told the leaders they 
don’t want a vote because they 
don’t want it to be used against 
them in their re-election bids. 

The prime sponsor, Rep. 
Susan Westrom, D-Lexington, 
told Kentucky Health News 
on Thursday, Feb. 27 that she 
thinks the bill would pass if 
Speaker Greg Stumbo would let 
it be called up for a vote, but he 
is protecting members who fear 


how the issue will play politi¬ 
cally. 

“Wrong,” Stumbo replied in 
an e-mail to KHN Sunday night. 
“Others in leadership have 
problems.” In another message 
Monday morning, he said “I’m 
for [the] bill; may be the only 
member of leadership support¬ 
ing it; so you figure out why it’s 
not being called. I told her in 
all my years as majority floor 
leader, I never refused to call a 
bill unless a majority of leader¬ 
ship opposed doing it.” 

The other leaders of the 
House Democratic majority are 
Floor Leader Rocky Adkins of 
Morehead, who calls bills up

Local Man Suffers Injuries 
In One-Vehicle Accident 


A Dawson Springs 
man was injured Feb. 25 
when his vehicle over¬ 
turned on the Pennyrile 
Parkway. 

Brian C. Jones, 45, 
told the Hopkins County 
Sheriff’s Department he 
was attempting to avoid 


another vehicle when his 
car left the road and over¬ 
turned. 

Jones was transported 
by ambulance to Baptist 
Health Madisonville for 
Treatment. 

Rebecca Bleidt was the 
reporting deputy. 


The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment for Environmental 
Protection’s Division for 
Air Quality (DAQ) and 
Kentucky Labor Cabinet’s 
Kentucky Occupational 
Safety and Health (OSH) 
Program are investigating a 
Madisonville salvage opera¬ 
tion that involved improper 
demolition and handling of 
asbestos-containing mate¬ 
rial. 

On Feb. 19, DAQ inspec¬ 
tors were dispatched to the 
Period, Inc. property in 
Madisonville after receiv¬ 
ing complaints of an unau¬ 
thorized salvage operation. 
Upon preliminary investiga¬ 
tion, inspectors requested a 
thorough survey for possible 
asbestos-containing material 
of the salvage operations at 
the site. 

The division cited the 
building’s owner, S&S Sal¬ 
vage of Providence, for 
violations of state and fed¬ 
eral asbestos regulations that 
dictate the proper handling, 
removal, and disposal of 
asbestos. 

No further activity is 
authorized at the salvage site 
until a thorough cleanup by a 
certified asbestos contractor 
has been completed. 

The Kentucky Labor 
Cabinet’s Kentucky Occu¬ 
pational Safety and Health 


(OSH) Program is also 
conducting an investiga¬ 
tion into any possible vio¬ 
lations of workplace safety 
and health standards in 
this case. Kentucky OSH’s 
involvement deals with 
the safety of workers and 
any possible workplace 
hazards that could result 
in citations and mone¬ 
tary penalties. The com¬ 
pany has no prior safety 
or health violations with 
Kentucky OSH. 

Kentucky air quality reg¬ 
ulations require businesses 
to submit prior written noti¬ 
fication to DAQ for any 
demolition activities. The 
notification process may 
include a site visit by a 
DAQ inspector to determine 
whether asbestos-contain¬ 
ing materials are present, 
and if so, how that mate¬ 
rial will be safely contained 
and disposed of during the 
demolition. S&S Salvage 
did not submit the required 
notification to the Division 
for Air Quality. 

Asbestos is a mineral fiber 
that is commonly used in the 
manufacture of heat resistant 
materials. When asbestos- 
containing materials crum¬ 
ble, they may release asbes¬ 
tos fibers into the air. Breath¬ 
ing these fibers may cause 
serious health problems. 


Fugitive Arrested Following 
Altercation With Troopers 


The Kentucky 

State Police arrested a 
Madisonville man and 
his girlfriend Feb. 26 af¬ 
ter the man fled from 
troopers. 

The KSP received in¬ 
formation that Joseph 
B. Larkins, 32, a fugitive 
with felony warrants, 
was at the Days Inn in 
Madisonville. When 
Trooper Jonathan Mur¬ 
phy and Trooper Cody 
Kromer arrived at the 
scene, Larkins fled on foot 
out a back door of the ho¬ 
tel into a densely wooded 
area. Larkins failed to 
comply with the troopers’ 
verbal commands and 
actively resisted arrest. 
This led to an altercation 
with the troopers. 

Larkins was appre¬ 
hended and transport¬ 
ed to Baptist Health 


Madisonville for treat¬ 
ment of minor injuries.

for votes; Speaker Pro 
Tern Larry Clark of Lou¬ 
isville; Majority Whip 
Tommy Thompson of 
Owensboro; Democratic 
Caucus Chair Sannie 
Overly of Paris. 

Westrom told Ryan 
Alessi of cnl2 that the 
leaders are divided on 
the issue. “It depends on 
what member of lead¬ 
ership you talk to,” she 
said. “It’s just a little 
bit schizophrenic right 
now.” 

Adkins said in a pre¬ 
pared statement, “This 
bill is being handled 
like other bills that are 
high profile. It has been 
House leadership’s long¬ 
standing position to vet 
these kinds of bills to 
our members through a 
vote count before they 
are brought to the House 
floor. As of Friday the 
votes for passage were 


not there. We will contin¬ 
ue to monitor the count 
as we move forward in 
the session.” 

Stumbo, who has said 
he supports House Bill 
173, said Feb. 26 that he 
wasn’t counting votes 
but sensed that the bill 
wasn’t “quite there yet” 
but was within “striking 
distance” of passage. 

The leaders kept the 
bill in the House Rules 
Committee for the maxi¬ 
mum five days allowed 
by House rules, then 
posted it for passage on 
Feb. 14. 

On Feb. 18, Westrom 
and the bill’s main 
Republican sponsor, Rep. 
Julie Raque Adams of 
Louisville, filed a floor 
amendment to exempt 
electronic cigarettes, pri¬ 
vate clubs and cigar bars. 
Adams told Alessi that 
has helped get Republi¬ 
can votes and allay some 
legislators’ concerns

about over-regulation of 
private property. 

“When you open up 
that private property for 
public purpose, govern¬ 
ment always involves 
itself,” she said. “This 
does not cost a business 
owner any money.” 

Adams said the larg¬ 
er issue is Kentucky’s 
poor health and what 
it costs the state. “This 
is the only proposal 
that’s before lawmak¬ 
ers right now that actu¬ 
ally addresses the cost 
of health care,” she said. 
“The cost to our budget is 
so dramatic, and it’s real¬ 
ly on an unsustainable 
course right now, that if 
we don’t make some sig¬ 
nificant changes relative 
to health care and how 
we deliver it in this state, 
we’re not gonna be able 
to afford anything else.” 

Adams acknowledged 
that the bill might be eas¬ 
ier to pass in 2015 because 
this is an election year. 
“It absolutely is a factor 
in people’s re-elections,” 
she said. But she and 
Westrom said that issue 
cuts both ways, because 
most Kentuckians don’t 
smoke. However, about 
28 percent do, more than 
in any other state. 

Some House members 
may be reluctant to vote 
for the bill because its 
prospects are poor in the 
Senate, where President 
Robert Stivers, R-Man- 
chester, opposes it. Some 
House Democrats say 
privately that Westrom 
didn’t help her cause by 
being the only Demo¬ 
crat not to vote for the 
bill Stumbo has called 
his top priority, to raise 
the minimum wage. She 
passed. 

Westrom’s harder 
push for a vote in recent 
days coincided with a 
Feb. 26 tweet from the 
Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce, which favors 
the bill. The message on 
Twitter read, “The only 
way to know the vote 
count is to take a vote. 
Kentuckians deserve 
a vote on HB 173, the 
Smoke-free Kentucky 
Act.”

terstates and parkways 
were clear. However, 
many B and C routes re¬ 
main at least partly cov¬ 
ered. 

KYTC engineers have 
urged the public to avoid 
unnecessary travel. 
Some slick spots and 
black ice should be ex¬ 
pected, even on cleared 
priority routes. 

The KYTC reminds 
drivers to exercise cau¬ 
tion, drive slowly and 
eliminate distractions 
while behind the wheel. 
Snow plows and other 
highway equipment 
should be given a wide 
berth. 

Icy road conditions 
were responsible for nu¬ 
merous traffic accidents 
in the Kentucky State 
Police Post 2 district. On 
Sunday, KSP troopers 
investigated 12 crashes, 
three involving minor in¬ 
juries. Thirty-five motor¬ 
ists whose vehicles slid 
off the road or became 
stuck in the snow were 
also assisted. Two crash¬ 
es were investigated and 
another eight stranded 
motorists were assisted 
Monday. 

The Hopkins County 
Sheriff’s Department 
responded to an acci¬ 
dent on the Pennyrile 
Parkway Monday which 
injured two Owensboro 
residents. The driver, 
William Payne had just 
passed a vehicle near 
the 49 mile marker and 
was merging back to the 
right lane when he lost 
control, and his vehicle 
rolled over into a ditch. 

Payne was flown to St. 
Mary’s Medical Center 
in Evansville, Ind., for 
treatment. His passen¬ 
ger, Angeleque Payne, 
was transported by am¬ 
bulance to Baptist Health 
Madisonville. 

On Tuesday, U.S. 62 
between Dawson Springs 
and Princeton was closed 
for several hours because 
of an accident involving 
a semi. 

According to KYTC 
District 2 spokesman 
Keith Todd, crews are 
taking steps to conserve 
salt. When this storm 
began, 8,300 tons of salt 
were on hand. The coun¬ 
ties in District 2 use ap¬ 
proximately 5,000 tons 


during a three-day snow 
and ice event. Another 
winter storm could con¬ 
sume the remaining salt 
supply. The difficult win¬ 
ter nationwide has in¬ 
creased the demand for 
salt, and Todd says there 
is no salt available for 
purchase from regular 
suppliers. 

Schools throughout 
the area were closed this 
week. Classes were can¬ 
celed in Dawson Springs 
Monday and Tuesday, 
making a total of 10 days 
missed this winter. Feb. 
17, a holiday, on the origi¬ 
nal calendar, was used as 
a make-up day, and a sec¬ 
ond day will be made up 
March 28. The remaining 
days most likely will be 
added to the end of the 
school year. 

Superintendent Len¬ 
ny Whalen was hopeful 
Tuesday morning that 
students would be able to 
return to classes Wednes¬ 


day but said it would de¬ 
pend on the temperature 
and the effect salt is able 
to have on the roads. If 
classes do resume and 
there are no additional 
cancellations, the final 
day of school for stu¬ 
dents would be May 30. 

Whalen said there are 
few options for making 
up days at this point in 
the year except for spring 
break. He indicated he 
would not advise chang¬ 
ing spring break but said 
it would be the board’s 
decision. 

While missing 10 days 
is unusual for Dawson 
Springs, Whalen be¬ 
lieves the local district 
is at the low end of days 
missed compared to 
other districts. Still, like 
many others, he hopes 
for a return to more nor¬ 
mal conditions. 

“I haven’t conceded 
that we won’t be here to¬ 
morrow,” he said.

Protecting citizens' data is vita!

Target Corp. is learning the 
hard way: The price is steep for 
retailers who don’t protect cus¬ 
tomers’ sensitive financial infor¬ 
mation. 

Target’s profits fell a whop¬ 
ping 50 percent during its fourth 
quarter of 2013 as the result of a 
massive security breach involv¬ 
ing as many as 110 million of its 
customers’ credit- and debit-card 
accounts, which began the day 
before Thanksgiving and extended 
throughout much of the holiday 
shopping season. 

In fact, the Nightmare before 
Christmas continues to play as 
Target provides customers with 
free credit-monitoring and theft- 
protection services and pays legal 
fees incurred by investigations 
and litigation. 

Profit provides an all-powerful 
incentive for private-sector busi¬ 
nesses to beef up their cyber 
security and respond immedi¬ 
ately when computer systems get 
hacked. 

But what is an effective induce¬ 
ment for public agencies to shield 
sensitive information like Social 
Security and drivers’-license num¬ 
bers or delicate health data? 

Political consequences certain¬ 
ly can provide significant incen¬ 
tives. 

South Carolina Gov. Nikki Haley 
was forced to accept responsibility 
after digital thieves hacked into 
her state’s Department of Reve¬ 
nue computer servers and swiped 




tax returns containing 
Social Security num¬ 
bers and bank-account 
information involving 
5 million individuals 
and businesses. 

States “hold loads 
and loads of sensitive 
information - more 
than any other enti¬ 
ty, except - possibly 
- for a company like 
Google,” said Nathan 
Cryder, chief policy 
advisor for state Audi¬ 
tor Adam Edelen. 

Edelen is pushing 
legislation to prevent 
a South Carolina-like cyber disas¬ 
ter here by requiring state and 
local government agencies to noti¬ 
fy victims of stolen data within 
35 days of a security breach. It 
also requires the Commonwealth 
Office of Technology to develop 
a crisis plan and provide cyber¬ 
security training for agencies. 

Cryder calls the proposal “a no- 
brainer.” 

What’s disconcerting is that 
most Kentuckians probably 
assumed that such a plan and 
notification requirements already 
were in place. 

But keep in mind what “assump¬ 
tions” can make out of us. 

Based on her post-hacking com¬ 
ments, it’s possible that South 
Carolina Gov. Haley didn’t know 
about the cyber-security lapses in 
her own state, either. 

A penitent Haley now is per¬ 
forming what may be considered 
the gubernatorial version of 
“community service” by making 
it her mission to warn other states 
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and federal agencies 
like the IRS to encrypt 
the taxpayer data they 
have been entrusted 
with. 

Encrypting occurs 
by adding layers of 
protection so that 
thieves, even if they 
successfully hack a 
computer server, can¬ 
not decipher sensitive 
information without 
the cryptographic key. 
These bandits may 
break into the bank 
but, without the com¬ 
bination, the money 
in the vault remains inaccessible 
to them. 

House Bill 5 does not require 
government agencies to encrypt 
data. However, isn’t it just com¬ 
mon sense to do so? 

Investigations following the 
attack in South Carolina revealed 
the state could have prevented $12 
million worth of damage - plus 
great loss of public confidence 
in the government - for a $12,000 
password-encryption system. 

An ounce of prevention really 
is worth a pound of cure. 

The cyber-security bill arrived 
at the Senate’s State and Local 
Government Committee after sail¬ 
ing through the House on a 99-1 
vote. Sen. Joe Bowen, R-Owens- 
boro, who chairs that committee, 
indicated he supports improving 
cyber-security but rightly wants 
to ensure that state government 
doesn’t force unfunded mandates 
on local governments. 

Bowen should use the commit-

And these signs shall follow them that believe: In 
my name they shall cast out devils; they shall speak 
with new tongues; they shall take up serpents; and if 
they drink any deadly thing it shall not hurt them ... 

— Mark 16:17-18a 

There are those in the ivory towers of bibli¬ 
cal scholarship who scratch their heads in wonder 
regarding these problematic verses at the conclusion 
of the New Testament Gospel of St. Mark. In some 
translations there’s even a note, something of a dis¬ 
claimer it would seem, that says: “And other versions 
add ...” tacking these verses on the more traditional 
ending of the book at verse 16. 

We’re not here to debate the efficacy or the source 
of the verses; the reasonable fact is picking up “ser¬ 
pents” — commonly known in modern parlance as 
“poisonous snakes” — is not a good idea nor one we 
can embrace as a test of a believer’s faith. Granted, 
the number of congregants who follow their pas¬ 
tor’s lead and handle snakes are relatively few when 
factored in the size of all Christendom, but they get 
a lot of publicity — especially when something goes 
wrong. 

And, recently the practice the vast majority of 
believers would deem an unreasonable test of faith 
went badly wrong when a rattlesnake delivered what 
became a fatal bite to snake-handling preacher Jamie 
Coots during a service in the Full Gospel Tabernacle 
in Jesus Name near Middlesboro. 

Coots died in his home a couple of hours later, his 
family following his wishes and steadfastly refusing 
to summon medical aid and prompting his son, Cody 
Coots, who promises to take up where his daddy fell, 
to say: “It was the quickest snakebite I ever seen 
in my life.” The deadly venom coursed through the 
senior Coots’ body in a matter of minutes. 

We are steadfast defenders of freedom of reli¬ 
gion and the expression of that religion. But when 
expressing one’s faith challenges commonsense rea¬ 
son, then we must object. 

There are nearly as many denominations, religions 
and sects scattered across the globe that embrace the 
Judeo-Christian tradition and the Old and New Tes¬ 
taments as there are verses in the books themselves. 
Even for those who say they believe every word in 
the Bible “came from God,” in reality, most pick and 
choose to fully embrace only what they’re fully com¬ 
fortable with. 

Speaking in tongues and casting out devils are 
pretty safe and they’re mentioned in these verses, 
too. Lots of churches practice one or both — the 
thing is, no one risks the chance of death when part 
of the ritual goes wrong, such as when a snake out 
of its natural habitat does what it does naturally and 


bites someone who is swinging it around and praying 
over it. 

We’re not too keen on drinking deadly things 
either, mentioned here in the same sentence with the 
snakes, yet both are in the Bible. 

A faith system is an important thing for a per¬ 
son to have, whatever faith it may be. But taking 
elements of that faith system that are known to be 
deadly and putting the almighty to the test defies all 
reason — it’s just plain stupid. 

Would a reasonable person walk barefoot through 
woods known to teem with rattlesnakes relying on 
God’s intervention if bitten? Most likely not, but 
couch it in a “religion” and it becomes a freedom not 
to be tampered with. 

We know nothing anyone says, writes or legislates 
will stop “snake handlers” from handling snakes 
because of their skewed belief. But we believe a lov¬ 
ing God, by whatever name you call him or her, never 
wanted faith to be put to that kind of test. 

Too bad stupidity in religion makes banner head¬ 
lines and leads the evening news. Leave the snakes 
alone in the woods — and stop reading Mark at the 
16th verse of the last chapter.

Republicans urg¬ 
ing the veto included 
Arizona’s U.S. senators, 
John McCain and Jeff 
Flake, as well as former 
presidential candidate

tee process to protect 
local governments, but 
then also protect tax¬ 
payers by doing what 46 
other states already have 
done: pass a breach-noti¬ 
fication bill and avoid 
what at least one state, 
its political leaders and 
- most importantly - its 
citizens endured. 

If government-spend¬ 
ing decisions should be 
transparent to taxpayers, 
so too should breaches 
involving personal data 
they hand over to that 
government. 

It really is a no-brain¬ 
er. 


Mitt Romney, Florida 
Gov. Rick Scott and even 
several state legislators 
who had voted for the 
bill but suffered buyers’ 
remorse. 

Ms. Brewer pointedly 
chided the Arizona leg¬ 
islature for making the 
“religious freedom” bill 
the first piece of legisla¬ 
tion to reach her desk 
when they have yet to 
enact a budget, pass eco¬ 
nomic development mea¬ 
sures and restructure a 
child protection system 
that had failed so disas¬ 
trously she was forced to 
dismantle it. 

And because even for¬ 
mer supporters in the 
Arizona legislature have 
abandoned the bill, Ms. 
Brewer’s veto appears 
safe from legislative 
override. 

Sadly, that was not the 
case last year in Ken¬ 
tucky, where lawmakers 



in a frenzy to protect reli¬ 
gious freedom from non¬ 
existent attacks, passed 
a measure meant to pro¬ 
tect those who defy laws 
that conflict with their 
religious beliefs. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, to 
his credit, vetoed it, but 
to Kentucky’s everlast¬ 
ing shame, the General 
Assembly overrode the 
veto. 

The Christian right 
have hijacked the agenda 
in statehouses around 
the country, including 
but not limited to many 
in the GOR That has 
caused some state legisla¬ 
tures, particularly those 
in Republican control, to 
fixate on divisive issues 
such as gay rights and 
abortion at the expense 
of conservative values of 
limited government and 
fiscal responsibility. 

Perhaps Arizona’s 
sanity will spread to 


states where legislators 
remain obsessed with 
sexuality and reproduc¬ 
tive rights over the basic 
duties of governance. 
Coming from Arizona,

Mine Blowout Causes Scare 
But No Injuries Reported

A mine blowout caused 
some concern Feb. 24 at Joes 
Creek, but no damage was 
reported. 

Pike County Emergency 
Management Director Doug 
Tackett told the News-Express 
on Tuesday that a mine blow¬ 
out, which sent water flowing 
across Joes Creek Road, did 
not result in property dam¬ 
age or injuries. The blowout 
occurred sometime that morn¬ 
ing, Tackett said, and water 
continued to flow from the 
mine throughout the day. 

Officials from agencies 
including the state Division of 
Abandoned Mine Lands and 
the Division of Mine Recla¬ 


mation and Enforcement were 
at the site and said the blowout 
occurred at one of the far ends 
of the mine site, which has 
been the site of surface and 
underground mining. Tackett 
said the mine was operated 
by Mill Branch Mining Com¬ 
pany, but had been released 
from permit for several years. 

Tackett said weather 
conditions can contribute 
to mine blowouts similar to 
Monday’s at Joes Creek. He 
said the blowout was an ideal 
situation, with no homes or 
property threatened. 

“It’s something that hap¬ 
pens from time to time, espe¬ 
cially when you have wetter 
weather like we’ve had for 
the last little while,” Tackett 
said.

Temple Decorations 
I kings 6 


IN SCRIPTURE 


Inside the inner sanctuary of the Temple King Solomon built were two cherubim made of 
wild olive wood, each 15 feet tall and having a wingspan of 15 feet and overlaid with gold. 

The walls of the inner sanctuary and the main room 
were decorated with carvings of cherubim, palm 
trees, and open flowers. The floors in both rooms ■' 
were overlaid with gold. For the entrance to the 
inner sanctuary, there were double doors of 
wild olive wood with five-sided doorposts. These 
double doors were decorated with carvings of 
cherubim, palm trees, and open flowers. The 
doors, including the decorations of cherubim 
and palm trees, were overlaid with gold. 

There were four-sided doorposts of wild olive [ 
wood for the entrance to the Temple. There 
were two folding doors of cypress wood, and each 
door was hinged to fold back upon itself. These 
doors were decorated with carvings of cherubim, 
palm trees, and open f lowers all overlaid evenly with gold. 

The walls of the inner courtyard were built so that 
there was one layer of cedar beams between every 
three layers of finished stone.

Smelly Tonsil Stones Common in Young 
Adults 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: What is the 
best way to get rid of tonsil stones, besides 
sticking my finger down my throat as far 
as I can and trying to dislodge the smelly 
things? More importantly, what is the 
way to prevent tonsil stones? I never had 
them until a year or so ago. -- S.M. 

ANSWER: Tonsil stones, or tonsillo¬ 
liths, are the not uncommon (one study 
reported them in 7 percent of young 
adults) but seldom discussed clusters 
of calcified material that lodge in the 
tonsils. Your tonsils, those oval-shaped 
swellings on the sides of the back of 
your throat, are important for the cells 
of the immune system. 

Tonsilloliths form in the crypts (deep 
valleys) of the tonsil, and sometimes are 
visible as white or yellow spots when 
looking in the mirror. They become 
bothersome if they are large enough to 
cause discomfort or difficulty swallow¬ 
ing, but often they are noticed because 
of their unpleasant odor. Tonsilloliths 
often spontaneously come out of the 
tonsils; they usually are described as 
waxy or hard, with a peculiar odor. 

I don’t recommend sticking your fin¬ 
ger in the back of your throat. The gag 
reflex can be very strong, and the tonsils 
have a very good blood supply, so dam¬ 
aging them can be very bloody. Some 
authorities recommend removal using 
the tongue attachment of a Waterpik 
(or similar device), but I have had gen¬ 
eral success with saltwater gargles. Very 
large or recurrent tonsilloliths are an 
indication for a visit to the ENT doctor.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: My blood 
count showed that my hemoglobin is too 
high. Everything else is normal. My doc¬ 
tor says the hemoglobin is high because 


I smoke. 

The doctor is on me, every time I see 
him, to stop smoking. I want to, but I 
haven’t been able to. Is he putting me 
on with another scare tactic? - S.C. 

ANSWER: Hemoglobin is the stuff 
inside red blood cells that grabs onto 
oxygen as the blood cells pass through 
the lungs. Determining a person’s 
hemoglobin is a surrogate for deter¬ 
mining the number of red blood cells. 

The carbon monoxide in cigarette 
smoke prevents the attachment of oxy¬ 
gen to the red blood cell. The body 
senses an oxygen deficit. It ups the pro¬ 
duction of red blood cells to compen¬ 
sate. The hemoglobin count rises. Your 
doctor is telling you the truth. Now 
you’ve got two doctors harping on you.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: I am writing 
to see if the medicine I get in the United 
States is the same that I get from India. 
I took Evista by Eli Lilly, who says there 
is no generic; however, my supplier 
from India says there is a generic. - A.O. 

ANSWER: India has no patent pro¬ 
tection of medications, so many Indian 
companies make versions of U.S. phar¬ 
macologic drugs at greatly reduced cost. 
Some of the companies are exceedingly 
reputable, and the drugs are identical. 
However, you don’t have the guarantee of 
purity that comes with government regu¬ 
lation of pharmaceuticals in the United 
States and Canada. While I understand 
wanting to save money on an expensive 
medication, you’re taking a risk.

Hunter Education Class 
Scheduled At Library 


The Department of 
Fish and Wildlife will 
hold a Hunter Educa¬ 
tion Completion Class in 
the Katherine Barnett 
meeting room at Dawson 
Springs Branch Library 
from 6 to 8 p.m. Friday 
and beginning at 8 a.m. 
Saturday. David Gray is 
the instructor. 

Hunter education 
courses are not required 
for children under the 
age of 12. A child must 
be at least 9 years old 
to take the course. All 
hunters born on or after 
Jan. 1, 1975, must carry 
a valid hunter education 
course completion card 
in addition to the appro¬ 
priate Kentucky hunting 
license. 

Hunters may obtain 
a one-time temporary 


hunter education exemp¬ 
tion permit, but it is only 
good for one year from 
the date of purchase. A 
hunter education com¬ 
pletion card is good for a 
lifetime. 

Online preregistra¬ 
tion is required. To pre¬

This training course 
includes study in hunter 
ethics, wildlife conserva¬ 
tion and identification, 
field care of game, first 
aid, firearm safety, ar¬ 
chery and muzzleload¬ 
ing. The last session of 
the course will include 
a written test and a live 
fire exercise. All materi¬ 
als including firearms 
and ammunition are pro¬ 
vided at no charge.

Land Between The 
Lakes National Recre¬ 
ation Area will re-open 
Rushing Bay, Duncan 
Bay, Duncan Lake, Smith 
Bay, Fulton/Honker Bay, 
Honker Lake Refuge, 
Long Creek Waterfowl 
Refuge and portions of 
Energy Lake on Mach 
16. Hematite Lake will 
also be open March 16 for 
bank fishing only. 

“These areas are 
closed Nov. 1 through 


March 15, primarily 
as waterfowl and eagle 
refuges. We appreciate 
public cooperation in 
protecting these impor¬ 
tant areas for wildlife,” 
said Steve Bloemer, 
LBL’s wildlife program 
manager. “The major¬ 
ity of wintering eagles 
and waterfowl will begin 
migrating back north by 
early to mid-March, per¬ 
mitting the refuges to be 
re-opened.”
